Battle Creek. 


At Grand Rapids the president de- 


fended the woolen, cotton tariff and 
free list vetoes and the atmosphere 
there was surcharged with politics. 


The president alleged tho&e bills 


were evolved for political purposes by 
the Democratic majority of the house, 
along with the insurgent element and 
the progressives of the senate. 
Me 


maintained that insufllcient time had 
been Kiv«n by the senators and con- 
gressmen who voted for the bills, to 
enable them to determine if tils meas- 
ures weie actually practicable. 


They merely wanted sorneU Ing for 


campaign material for themselves, he 
said, and the political Interests they 
represented. 


Mr. Taft pointed out that he favors 


reduction in tariff, but only "where i 
can be done and still give a living 
measure of protection to the Indus 
tries affected."
